1. Claims 1-10 of application 10/800,400, filed on 12-March-2004, are presented for 
examination. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent 
in the United States. 

2.1 Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kudo et al., 
hereinafter Kudo, U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2002/0193972. 

2.2 Kudo disclosed the invention as claimed, including: 

Claim 1: A visualization system [Fig. 8] for a machine-tool or production machine, comprising: 
a measuring and simulation system operatively connected to the machine-tool or production 
machine [sec. 0104], said measuring and simulation system simulating a desired response of 
the machine-tool or production machine using simulation parameters and measuring an actual 
response of the machine-tool or production machine with the simulation parameters [sec. 0106]; 
and a single display screen for visualizing the desired response and the actual response 
simultaneous side-by-side on the single display screen [sec. 0107]. 
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Claim 2: the measuring and simulation system is operatively connected to the machine-tool or 
production machine by a data link [Fig. 7, sec. 0103]. 

Claim 3: the measuring and display system is implemented as an integral system component 
of the machine-tool or production machine [sec. 0100]. 

Claim 4: the measured actual response is transmitted via the data link in form of analog data 
[sec. 0100, especially the plurality of sensor data]. 

Claim 5: A method for visualizing [Fig.8] a simulated and measured response from a machine- 
tool or production machine, comprising the steps of: simulating a response from the machine- 
tool or production machine [sec. 0106]; determining characteristic parameters associated with 
the simulated response [sec. 0098]; setting control parameters of the machine-tool or production 
machine based on the determined characteristic parameters [sec. 0099]; measuring an actual 
machine response obtained with the control parameters [sec. 0099]; and displaying the 
simulated response and the measured actual response simultaneously side-by-side [sec. 0107]. 

Claim 6: the characteristic parameters are selected from the group consisting of rotation speed 
control parameters, position control parameters, travel paths of workpieces, frequency 
responses, transfer functions and step responses [sec. 0100]. 

Claim 7: the simulated response and the measured actual response comprises an amplitude- 
frequency response of the machine-tool or production machine [sec. 0100, see mechanically 
generate signals, and microphones]. 

Claim 8: A measuring and simulation system for a machine-tool or production machine, 
wherein measurement and simulation results are visualized simultaneously side-by-side on a 
common monitor display screen [sec. 0107]. 
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Claim 9: the measurement results are transmitted from the machine-tool or production 
machine to the measuring and simulation system via a data bus system or a data network [sec. 
0096]. 

Claim 10: the measurement results are analog data [sec. 0100, especially the plurality of 
sensor data].
